NATIONAL AND LOCAL POLITICS 


That the •leotorial ;vote of Nerada 


nest year will be cast for William 
Jenuingi Bryan goea without saying. 
He will carry the State by at least a 
two-thirds majority, and all the powers 
of C. P. Hontington, Hanna'a sack and 
hades cannot prevail against him. That 
being- the case, there is no particular 
necessity for the consideration et na- 
tional politics in connection with local 
reform. The delegates to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention will be 
chosen by a contention called by the 
Democratic State Committee, and an 
electorial ticket nominated either by 
that convention or another called by 
the game committee. The Democratic 
will be {the dominant party in the 
State eo far as the national ticket is 
oonaerned, as it will be locally, if it 
keeps itself clear of the contaminating 
element wbich will seek to control it. 
If the organization is controlled by the 
honest and sincere silver men of He- 
Vida, it will make a clean sweep in 
all of the eoanties, locally as well 
as nationally throughout the entire 
State. If, however, it permits the in- 
trusion and resigns the reins of power 
to the gang who, through the late Sil- 
ver party, has made oar State govern- 
ment a toy and tool for the political 
representative of the Southern Pacific 
Bailroad company, it will meet the local 
defeat wbich it will so richly deserve. 
Oar corporation dictator cares only for 
political principle as a means to effect 
its nefarious ends, and the party that 
can best serve it in that respect is the 
one that it always seeks to control. 
Knowing that the name of Bryan and 
the intense silver seatiment of the peo- 
ple will give the Nevada Democracy 
a walk-over next year, it will seek 
to avail itself of a most righteous- 
ness cause, and prostitute it to its 
nnholy purpose. Sjme of the injud- 
icious henchmen of the corporation 
boss have already boasted that their 
master will have complete control 
of the Democratic party in 1900, as 
he had of the it-called Silver party for 
the last six years, and that there would 
be no change in the political leader- 
ship in the State. 


The JOURNAL has heretofore warned 


the Democrats and all Silver men in 
the State that such waa the purpose of 
the office seeking and treasury plun- 
dering gang that has brought one com- 
monwealth to the verge of bankruptcy, 
and to whom the people are indebted 
for the foisting upon them of super- 
fluous officials in our State institu- 
tions whose aggregate salaries amount 
to upwards of $10,000 per year.

The following letter from Lieutenant 


Brambila was mailed at Manila April 
16th and reached Reno May 16th, being 
on its jouiney just thirty days. The 
contents of the same will be of interest 
to workers tn the Bed Cross, as well as 
to Robert's many friends. The people 
of Nevada are also always anxious to 
hear regarding the condition of their 
boys so far away, and any good news 
brings gladness, while the reverse 
brings corresponding Borrow: 


MANILA, P. I., April 13,1899. 


DEAB FBIEND: Went over to Oavite 


day before yesterday to look up the 
Nevada Cavalry. 1 found them with- 
out much trouble, and in a very good 
condition. At present they are guard- 
ing about five hundred Filipino prison- 
ers. Two of the boys are prisoners in 
;he bands of the insurgents, and one 
died the 18th of last month of small- 
pox, I believe. Both Linsoott and 
Wright were eiok for about two weeks 
ast month. Thanks to the Nevada 
Red Cross, all the boys have been and 
are enjoying themselves a great deal 
better than they otherwise could, to 
say nothing of their ability to main- 
tain better health through the efforts 
of the Bed Grose. I gave Captain Lin- 
scott the check for $155 which you gave 
me for him last February. I am well 
and am getting along flue. Am on the 
police force in Manila. Remember me 
to inquiring friends.
